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Judge turns 
down release 
of Buanianamo 
prisoner

WASHINGTON - A federal 
judge declined Tuesday to 
release a Guantanamo Bay 
prisoner who was arrested 
after the Sept. 11, 2001, 
attacks with a suspected 
terrorist leader but claimed 
he was the victim of mistaken 
identity. 

U.S. District Judge Richard 
Leon ruled there is plenty 
of evidence that 40-year-old 
Algerian Abdal Razak Ali 
was part of a fighting force 
formed by al-Qaida ally and 
facilitator Abu Zubaydah and 
can continue to be held at the 
prison on the U.S. Navy base 
in Cuba after more than eight 
years of detention. 

Razak Ali’s attorney, Candace 
Gorman, denied that he 
engaged in any terrorist 
activity and says witnesses 
who claim otherwise 
misidentified him and in some 
cases were tortured. As Leon 
was preparing his opinion in 
the case over the holidays, 
the government withdrew its 
reliance on a witness who had 
identified Razak Ali because 
of information about the 
witness’ credibility. 

Gorman acknowledged her 
client was captured along 
with Abu Zubaydah and 
dozens of others at a guest 
house in Faisalabad, Pakistan 
on March 28, 2002, but said 
her client did not know Abu 
Zubaydah and only went there 
to escape an anti-Arab climate 
in Pakistan after the Sept. 11 
attacks. 

U.S. officials say Abu 
Zubaydah was a terrorist 
affiliated with Al-Qaida and 
helped plot the USS Cole 
bombing.

WASHINGTON - Under high expectations to provide healing. 
President Barack Obama on Wednesday will try to convert the 
horror of the Arizona shootings into a moment of national unity, 
centering his memorial speech in Tucson on the lives of the victims 
and the heroism of those who rushed to stop the madness.

The president was crafting his speech on Tuesday, and his aides 
were reluctant to discuss it even broadly in its unfinished form, 
other than to say it will emphasize the memories of those lost. Still, 
Obama’s comments since the shooting on Saturday, his experience 
in dealing with other tragedies and history’s guide offer signs about 
how he is likely to respond to this moment. 

At the service on Wednesday night, Obama’s main mission will 
be to honor those who were killed by describing them in personal 
terms, so the country remembers how they lived, not how they 
died. He will seek to assure families in grief that the whole country 
is behind them. 

And to those grasping for answers after the assassination attempt 
on Democratic Congresswoman Gabrielle Giffords, Obama will 
likely explore how “we can come together as a stronger nation” in 
the aftermath of the tragedy, as he put it earlier this week. 

What the speech is not likely to be: An examination of divisive 
partisan rhetoric, or whether it is connected in any way to the 
rampage that led to killing of six people and the wounding of 
14 others. Standing amidst the people of a grieving community, 
Obama is expected to focus on a memorial, not a commentary on 
political civility. The president will be joined by Supreme Court 
Justice Anthony Kennedy, Attorney General Eric Holder and 
Homeland Security Secretary Janet Napolitano, another sign of the 
signal he wants to send: U.S. solidarity. 

And back in Washington on Wednesday, in the chamber where 
Giffords serves, the House will honor her and all the victims of the 
shooting, and those who sought to help them. □

TUCSON, Ariz. - U.S. 
Rep. Gabrielle Giffords was 
breathing on her own and 
moving both arms after being 
shot in the head, doetors said 
Tuesday. 

Giffords still has a breathing

“I’m happy to say that she’s 
holding her own,” he said. 
Giffords, a three-time

University Medieal Center 
sinee Saturday when she was 
shot during a meeting with 
eonstituents outside a groeery 
store. 

The attaek killed six and 
injured 14 others. Six 
remained hospitalized. 

Giffords previously raised 
two fingers with her left hand 
and gave a thumbs-up when 
responding to doetors’ verbal 
eommands. 

Although her eondition has 
remained virtually unehanged 
the past few days, doetors 
were hopeful. 

“She has a 101 pereent ehanee 
of surviving,” said trauma 
ehiefDr. Peter Rhee said. “She 
will not die. She does not have 
that permission from me.”

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Winter storm that shut down 
the South turns north

RALEIGH, N.C. - The 
snow-and-ice storm that 
has shut down much of the 
South slowly rolled toward 
the Northeast on Tuesday, 
revealing a regional culture 
clash along the way. 
Southerners seemed resigned 
to waiting out such winter 
headaches as slick roads and 
paralyzed airports. But people 
from Ohio to New York, who 
face up to a foot of snow in 
their third blast of winter in 
as many weeks, are already 
putting pressure on state and 
local governments to spare 
them from travel tangles and 
snow-choked roads. 

Across the South, schools 
and government offices were 
closed for a second day, and 
travelers remained stranded at 
airports and bus stations. Road 
crews ill-equipped for the 
winter blast struggled to keep 
streets clear. Motorists sat for 
hours on slippery highways. 
Despite the inconvenience. 
Southerners confronted 

the storm’s aftermath with 
patience — and a certain 
amount of wonder. 

Lynn Marentette, a school 
psychologist who lives south 
of Charlotte, stayed home 
after classes were canceled. 
She’s been too busy catching 
up with friends on Facebook 
and watching children sled 
down the hill near her home to 
touch the stack of paperwork 
on her desk. 

“It is a beautiful, beautiful 
day out there,” she said. “I 
have some paperwork and 
some things I’ve really put off 
doing, but how often do you 
have a chance to enjoy the 
snow?” 

Nobody seemed to be 
complaining much at Lookout 


Mountain near Chattanooga, 
either. 

“It’s a once-in-a-decade 
event. There is no reason to 
prepare for it. It is not a wise 
spending of funds,” said Brent 
Taylor, an executive for the 
United Way who was pulling 
a sled carrying his 5-year-old 
daughters, Elie and Grace, 
near Chattanooga. 

Taylor said he could not 
get the family’s cars out of 
the driveway, but they were 
enjoying the time together. 

In Chattanooga, the ice and 
up to 10 inches of snow was 
the biggest accumulation in 
almost two decades. 

The city is better equipped 
than many in the South, where 
many communities have few 
snow plows, if any. Hamilton 
County has 11 salt or brine 
trucks with blades and three 
road graders. 

“The last time we had this 
much snow was 1993,” 
said Bill Tittle, the county’s 
emergency management 
chief “You can’t have that 
much equipment just sitting 
around for 18 years.” 

The South’s experience 
offered a preview of what’s in 
store for states from Ohio to 
New England, a region already 
tired of winter after digging 
out from two storms in recent 
weeks. Those wintery blasts 
included a Christmas weekend 
blizzard that provoked anger 
in New York City and New 
Jersey over the slow cleanup. 
“It’s not that the city can’t 
handle it, it’s the leadership,” 
said John Man, 32, a pizza 
cook in Brooklyn who said 
that after the Dec. 26 blizzard 
it took him 45 minutes to walk 
a little over a mile to his job. 
“This time we’re only getting 
a foot, and hopefully they’ve 
learned from last time,” he

said. 

New York City and its suburbs 
could get 8 to 14 inches of 
snow, with reduced visibility 
and wind gusts up to 35 
mph, forecasters said. Long 
Island could get as much as 
15 inches. In New England, 
forecasters were predicting 
up to a foot across most of 
Connecticut and the Boston 
area. 

In Atlanta, trucker Vernon 
Cook, 67, of Myrtle Beach, 
S.C., had been sitting idle on 
an interstate ramp in Atlanta 
for almost 24 hours in a long 
line of tractor trailers that 
couldn’t move because of ice 
on the road. 

“I’ve been a trucker for 46 
years and have seen nothing 
like this,” said Cook, who was 
hauling a load of synthetic 
rubber from Beaumont, Texas, 
to Fayetteville, N.C. “I’ve 
always been stuck for a little 
short time, even in Chicago. 
Georgia DOT is not working, 
not on this road.” 

But elsewhere, people seemed 
accepting, and in some cases 
cheerful, about the weather 
canceling plans for school, 
work and errands. 

Atlanta city Councilman 
Kwanza Hall spent much 
of Monday sledding and 
shoveling alongside his 
neighbors. He said many of 
his constituents didn’t mind 
staying in for two days during 
the workweek. □

Wayne, with tears in his 
eyes, told Phoenix’s News 
Channel Three. 

“They’re hurting bad, she’s 
really bad it’s a sad thing, 
and he told me to tell you 
guys that when he gets to 
where he ean, he will make 
a statement himself,” he 
added. 

The bloody rampage has 
fueled a national debate 
about whether the heated 
rhetorie seen in reeent U.S.

WASHINGTON - Corporate 
America’s biggest lobbying 
group on Tuesday praised a 
more business-friendly tone 
from the White House, but 
backed Republican efforts 
to dismantle the Obama 
administration’s healthcare 
overhaul. 

“We see the upcoming 
House vote as an opportunity 
for everyone to take a fresh 
look at healthcare reform,” 
U.S. Chamber of Commerce 
President Tom Donohue 
said. 

The Republican-led House 
of Representatives was 
set to conduct a largely 
symbolic vote to repeal 
Obama’s signature domestic 
accomplishment this week, 
but it was delayed after the 
shooting of Congresswoman 
Gabrielle Giffords. 

Donohue, in delivering his 
annual “State of American 
Business” address, also 
pressed for more open 
markets in China, warned 
against over-regulation and 
called for aggressive cuts to 
government spending. 

He said the United States 
should push its trading 
partners to open markets. But 
he added “starting a trade 
war with one of our fastest- 
growing export partners is 


not the answer.” 

President Barack Obama is 
due to meet with Chinese 
President Hu Jintao on 
January 19. 

Donohue flagged the large 
U.S. deficit as a major 
concern, saying the chamber 
would back strong proposals 
to cut spending, while 
acknowledging that the 
United States has limited 
ability to reduce the deficit 
until unemployment eases. 
“Our current fiscal path 
leads to only one destination 
insolvency,” Donohue said. 
Republicans had promised 
before the November 
elections to roll back 
federal spending to 2008 
levels, which would mean 
a reduction of $100 billion 
from the $1.34 trillion 
discretionary budget Obama 
proposed last year. 

Donohue said the chamber 
would throw support behind 
spending cut proposals 
“even if we don’t like all the 
details.” 

SOOTHING, FIGHTING 
Obama has recently 
ratcheted up efforts to soothe 
relations with the business 
community, after alienating 
corporate America through 
rhetorical attacks against 
Wall Street and an agenda of 


heavy regulation. 

Democrat Obama, who must 
reduce U.S. unemployment 
stuck above 9 percent or 
suffer likely punishment 
by voters in the 2012 
presidential election, hosted 
a meeting with business 
chiefs late last year to solicit 
their aid. 

He will meet with the 
chamber on February 7. A 
White House spokeswoman 
said he will discuss the 
economic recovery, U.S. 
competitiveness and job 
creation. Donohue on 
Tuesday renewed his pledge 
to work with the Obama 
administration. 

But he also worried aloud 
that the business community 
would face additional 
headwinds as Obama turns 
to regulatory agencies to 
push his agenda, adding 
more costs. 

He lamented an “explosion 


of new regulatory activity” 
in recent years. 

U.S. regulators have to write 
dozens of rules to implement 
the Dodd-Frank financial 
reform law passed last year. 
Regulators are also carrying 
out the healthcare reform law 
and are tightening oversight 
of the offshore oil industry. 
The chamber, along with 
Business Roundtable, has 
already filed a lawsuit 


seeking to overturn the 
Securities and Exchange 
Commission’s newly 

adopted “proxy access” 
rule that gives shareholders 
greater power to nominate 
corporate directors. 

Donohue said that fight is 
“far from over.” He said 
the chamber would create a 
new group to tell Americans 
about the “massive costs” of 
excessive regulations.□ 
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New Jersey city disbands 120-year-eid meunted peiice unit 



NEW YORK - The Newark, 
NJ., police department is 
disbanding its 120-year-old 
mounted unit this month, 
sending its 18 crime-fighting 
steeds to pasture or other 
cities’ mean streets. 

“Because of monetary 
issues we have to do 
what we have to do,” Det. 


Josephine Santaniello, a 
police spokeswoman, said on 
Tuesday. 

The mounted unit’s 16 police 
officers are being reassigned 
to squad cars and foot patrol 
in Newark, which consistently 
ranks among the 30 most 
dangerous cities in America, 
according to CQ Press, which 
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tracks crime statistics. 

With names like “Chief’, 
“Captain” and “Billy Club,” 
some of the equine law 
enforcers have been shipped 
to a farm in Allentown, 
Pennsylvania, Santaniello 
said. Four others will join 
a resurrected mounted 
force at the Philadelphia 
Police Department that was 
eliminated six years ago by 
budget cuts. 

“Kids love ‘em but their 
main function is patrol. 
You’re gaining possibly 
10 to 12 feet of visibility, 
and you’re able to see an 
issue in advance,” said Lt. 
Raymond Evers, spokesman 
for the Philadelphia Police 


Department. 

The mounted unit will patrol 
Fairmont Park, one of the 
nation’s largest urban parks. 
And, if the Philadelphia 
Phillies repeat their 2008 
World Series win this fall, the 
unit will maintain order at the 
victory parade, Evers said. 

A massive fund-raising effort 
by the Philadelphia Police 
Foundation has raised some 
of the expected $1.5 million to 
$2 million needed to fund two 
years of operating costs for the 
mounted unit, Evers said. 

The costs are high because the 
unit’s infrastructure bams, 
exercise areas and equipment 
was sold and must be entirely 
rebuilt, Evers said. 


Nearly all of the 24 officers 
in the new unit, which will 
also include 24 horses, must 
be trained and certified as 
mounted officers, with only 
two veterans returning, Evers 
said. 

“You do a week of training, 
you might think twice about 
it,” Evers said. “It is gmeling 
on your body.” 

Newark’s Santaniello said 
fund-raising efforts are being 
started and her department 
hopes it is only a matter of 
time before the clip clop of the 
mounted unit is heard again on 
Newark’s streets. 

“It’s a temporary thing,” 
Santaniello said. “You never 
want anything to leave.”Q 


Prioritize three U.S. high 
speed raii corridors: study 



NEW YORK - Three U.S. 
“mega-regions” should get 
priority for federal dollars in 
building and improving high¬ 
speed rail corridors, a new 
study said on Tuesday. 

The Washington to New York 
corridor ranked first, based on 
factors such as the density of 
population, the “knowledge” 
workforces, which are more 
inclined to travel, and links 
to mass transit. This corridor 
had the top “score” of 20.15, 
followed by Boston to New 
York with a 19.87 score. 

Next was the Great Lakes 


megaregion, with Chicago, 
which has the nation’s second 
densest business district after 
New York, serving as the hub, 
according to the study by the 
America 2050, a nonprofit 
planning group. The Chicago- 
Milwaukee corridor scored 
19.38, followed by Chicago- 
Indianapolis at 17.38. 

The third megaregion was 
California and the Southwest, 
including the fast-growing 
Arizona area. Six of eight 
of California’s big metro 
areas already have rail transit 
systems, and San Francisco 


and Los Angeles also have 
commuter rail. 

The Los Angeles-San Diego 
corridor ranked 19.62, 
followed by Los Angeles- 
Riverside link at 19.43, the 
study said. “Some of the 
most promising rail corridors 
for attracting ridership in the 
United States are in corridors 
of less than 150 miles,” the 
study said, listing as examples 
New York-Philadelphia, 
Los Angeles-San Diego and 
Chicago-Milwaukee. 

Factors that make rail links 
successful include ones that 
connect very large cities with 
medium or smaller towns; 
these systems have more 
impact than links between 
medium size cities, the study 
said. The nation should 
concentrate on rail links 
megaregions, which total 11, 
because they are where 70 
percent of the population and 
productivity, as measured 
by regional Gross Domestic 
Products, are concentrated, it 
said.Q

Every Picture Tells a Stery, Dent It? (Guantaname Turns 9) 


The Nation Today, the Miami Herald debuted 
a remarkable three-minute video called 
Guantanamo Iconography: 

Narrated by staff reporter Carol Rosenberg, it 
features photos from those very first hours, nine 
years ago today, when the Bush administration 
transferred the first twenty detainees to Camp 
X-Ray at Guantanamo Bay, Cuba, after being 
assured by its Department of Justice that the 
location placed detainees outside of US legal 
jurisdiction. It’s chilling, still, watching orange- 
clad, goggled, gagged, dehumanized figures 
forced to kneel en masse, turned away from one 
another, with their hands cuffed in front of them 
especially while the Navy combat photographer 
reminisces on the soundtrack. He didn’t know 
that his photos would be distributed until he 
saw them “on CNN or something” (they were 
marked “for official use only”). At the same 
time he seems to see, and at the same time not 
see, the evidence of human rights abuse, even 
torture, right in his viewfinder. 

On the one hand, the photographer, looking at 
his own images, acknowledges knowing that 
“people just simply weren’t kept like that.” Yet 
he believes what the guards tell him what they 
probably believe themselves. The gloves are 
to protect the prisoners’ hands from the cold; 
ditto for the hats. And about those blacked-out 


goggles and the loose gags? They were so the 
prisoners “couldn’t communicate and plan to 
attack a guard. It made sense to me. I didn’t 
even see it when I shot it really didn’t think 
about it when I went back through it and edited 
at the end of the day. Those photos seemed 
decently exposed, the composition was good, 
so we sent them out.” And that is when the 
photos began to be truly seen. The Pentagon, 
Rosenberg explains in voiceover, distributed 
the photos and “the reaction was huge, fierce. 
People thought they looked like torture.” Here 
the video’s images turn to protestors dressed 
as detainees and carrying signs that say “Shut 
down Guantanamo” and “Say no to torture,” 
or posing hooded in front of gates topped with 
chicken wire, plus a front page of the London 
Daily Mirror that reads, “What in hell are you 
doing in OUR name, Mr. Blair?” 

To this day the photographer, like so many 
government and military officials who were 
complicit in Guantanamo indeed, like many 
Americans still doesn’t get why people 
reacted so strongly to the pictures. There’s no 
acknowledgment, indeed there’s no cognizance, 
even nine years, 775 men, six deaths and only 
five convictions later, that there is something 
terribly wrong one might say “inhuman,” or 
“unconstitutional” about Camp X-Ray. □ 
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Clinton in Yemen to press connterterror efiorts

SANAA, Yemen (AP) — 
U.S. Seeretary of State 
Hillary Rodham Clinton on 
Tuesday urged Yemen to step 
up seeurity eooperation with 
the United States during an 
unannouneed visit to shore up 
ties with a nation that is fast 
beeoming a major foeus of 
Ameriean eounterterrorism 
efforts. 

Following the Obama 
administration’s pattern in 
Afghanistan and Pakistan, 
Clinton also emphasized that 
the United States wanted a 
broader relationship with 
Yemen beyond the fight 
against violent extremists. 
Clinton is the first U.S. 
seeretary of state to visit 
Yemen in two deeades. 

“We faee a eommon threat 
posed by the terrorists and al- 
Qaida, but our partnership goes 
beyond eounterterrorism,” she 
told reporters after a nearly 
three-hour meeting with 
Yemeni President Ali Abdallah 


Saleh. “We’re foeused not 
just on short-term threats but 
long-term challenges,” such 
as Yemen’s chronic poverty 
and other economic and social 
problems, she said. 

Under tight security, Clinton 
landed in the capital of Sanaa, 
where she pressed Yemeni 
leaders to crack down further 
on radicals who have used 
the country as a base for 
launching attacks on the U.S. 
The radical cleric Anwar al- 
Awlaki, thought to be hiding 
in Yemen, is suspected of 
having inspired some of those 
attacks. 

“I want to be frank about the 
fact that there are terrorists 
operating from Yemeni 
territory today — many of 
whom are not Yemeni, some 
of whom, I am sorry to say, 
are Americans,” Clinton told 
students, lawmakers and 
rights activists at a town hall 
meeting. “They represent an 
urgent concern for the United 
States. They have sought to 
attack our country.” 


“Stopping such threats would 
be a priority for any nation, 
and it is a priority for the 
United States. It is also a 
priority for Yemen,” she said. 
At the same time, Clinton 
said the U.S. supports efforts 
to address the underlying 
causes of extremism: poverty, 
corruption, social inequality 
and political divisions that 
have boiled into an insurgency. 
She said Yemen must stop the 
practice of child marriage and 
enact reforms. 

“We seek a unified, stable, 
democratic and prosperous 
Yemen where civil society has 
room to operate, but al-Qaida 
does not,” she said. She noted 
that the Obama administration 
had tripled aid to Yemen 
over the past two years and 
rebalanced the package so 
it is not “disproportionally” 
weighted toward military and 
security. 

In the past five years, U.S. 
military assistance to Yemen 
has totaled about $250 
million. In 2010, military and 


civilian aid was almost evenly 
split and combined for about 
$300 million. 

Military aid to Yemen would 
reach $250 million in 2011 
alone, U.S. officials said, 
and Clinton said there will be 
additional development aid. 
Relations between the two 
countries were strained late

last year by the disclosure of 
secret U.S. diplomatic cables 
by the WikiLeaks website. 
One cable reported that a 
senior Yemeni official lied 
to parliament by denying the 
U.S. was involved in airstrikes 
against extremists inside the 
country. 

Saleh did not speak publicly 
after his lengthy meeting with 
Clinton, but it appeared to 
have been cordial. “Yemen is 
keen on continuing bilateral 
discussions to address 
development and security 
challenges,” a Yemeni 
government statement said, 
welcoming Clinton’s visit. 

A senior U.S. official traveling 
with Clinton said Saleh 
dwelled on counterterrorism 
issues, describing his 
country as a victim of 
violent extremists and fully 
committed to the fight against 
them. The official spoke 
on condition of anonymity 
because of the sensitive 
nature of the top-level talks, 
and called Saleh’s comments 
“encouraging.” 

Clinton, meanwhile, told 
Saleh that the U.S. was 
interested in helping Yemen 
meet its economic and social 
challenges, and made it clear 
the U.S. hoped to see open, 
credible elections. 

The senior U.S. official 
traveling with Clinton said 
Saleh expressed surprise at the 
disclosures in the WikiLeaks 
cables. But the official said 
Saleh’s comments were 
gentle in comparison to what 
the U.S. has heard from other 
Mideast leaders. □ 


Assange: Wikileaks 
to speed release ef 
leaked decuments

LONDON (AP) — WikiLeaks founder Julian Assange vowed 
Tuesday to step up his site’s release of secret documents while 
he fights extradition to Sweden, as his lawyers argued that 
sending him to Stockholm could land him in Guantanamo Bay 
or even on U.S. death row. 

That claim, regarded by many legal experts as extremely 
unlikely, is part of a preliminary defense argument released by 
Assange’s attorneys ahead of a court hearing next month. 

The Australian computer expert is wanted in Sweden to answer 
sex-crimes allegations. American officials also are trying to 
build a criminal case against WikiLeaks, which has published a 
trove of leaked diplomatic cables and secret U.S. military files 
on the wars in Iraq and Afghanistan. 

Assange’s lawyers are seeking to link the two issues, claiming 
the Swedish prosecution is politically motivated — an allegation 
that Sweden strongly denies. 

Assange’s defense claims “there is a real risk that, if extradited 
to Sweden, the U.S. will seek his extradition and/or illegal 
rendition to the USA, where there will be a real risk of him 
being detained at Guantanamo Bay or elsewhere.” 

The document, prepared by Assange’s lead lawyer, Geoffrey 
Robertson, adds that “there is a real risk that he could be made 
subject to the death penalty” if sent to the United States. 

Under European law, suspects cannot be extradited to 
jurisdictions where they may face the death penalty. 

It also is not clear what, if any, charges U.S. authorities could

bring against Assange, and unclear how he could be classed as 
an “unlawful enemy combatant,” which could expose him to 
detention at Guantanamo Bay. 

“Mr. Assange would not be sent to Guantanamo,” said John 
Bellinger, a former legal adviser to the U.S. State Department. 
“He would be prosecuted in U.S. federal court. He would not be 
treated as an enemy combatant. Those are ridiculous concerns.” 
He added that while Mr. Assange could face “serious charges 
with a potential prison term, U.S. prosecutors certainly would 
not seek the death penalty.” 

British extradition specialist Karen Todner rejected the 
argument that Assange might be at greater risk of being sent to 
the United States from Sweden. 

“I think he’s more likely to face an extradition to the U.S. if he’s 
in Britain,” she said.Q 
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10 Tamil Tigers members arrested in 
Switzerland 

BERN, Switzerland (AP) — Swiss prosecutors say 10 
members of the Sri Lankan Tamil Tigers group have been 
arrested in Switzerland. 

Prosecutors said Tuesday the arrests were made during 
searches of 23 premises across the Alpine country. 
Authorities said they are suspected of money laundering and 
membership of a criminal organization. 

Officials said they believe the suspects for years forced Sri 
Lankans abroad to contribute several million Swiss francs 
(dollars) to the Tamil Tiger organization. 

The Tamil Tigers lost a 25-year civil war in 2009 after 
the military crushed separatist forces which claimed to be 
fighting against decades of discrimination by Sri Lanka’s 
ethnic Sinhalese majority.Q 

Explosion at recycling plant in England 
kills 1 

LONDON (AP) — Police say one man has died and another 
has been seriously injured in an explosion at a recycling 
plant in northern England. 

South Yorkshire Police say a waste incinerator exploded 
at the Sterecyle plant in Rotherham at around 2:40 p.m. 
Tuesday, blowing a hole in the factory’s wall and damaging 
cars parked across the street. 

The police said in a statement that a 42-year-old man died 
from his injuries after being airlifted to a hospital and a 
50-year-old man remains hospitalized in stable condition 
with serious injuries to his head and body. 

Investigators are still trying to determine what caused the 
explosion.

PORT-AU-PRINCE, Haiti (AP) — The man’s 
body lay face down, his white dress shirt shining 
like wax in the sun, as he was unearthed in the 
ruins of a Port-au-Prince restaurant a year after 
the earthquake. 

The bodies still being found in the rubble are a 
sign of how far Haiti must go to recover from 
a disaster that left the capital in ruins and is 
estimated to have killed more than 230,000 
people. 

In the days after the Jan. 12, 2010 disaster, 
volunteers and hundreds of aid groups flocked 
in with food, water and first aid that saved 
countless lives. But the effort to rebuild has 
been dwarfed by the extent of the need and 
a lack of leadership — both in Haiti and 
internationally. 

President Rene Preval did not speak publicly 
for days after the quake, and many observers 
have criticized him for not spearheading a 
coherent reconstruction effort, or making the 
hard policy decisions needed to rebuild. 

Still, advocacy groups also blame the Haitian 
government’s weakness on an international 
community that is not keeping its pledge of 
support. 

“The international community has not 
done enough to support good governance 


and effective leadership in Haiti,” the aid 
group Oxfam said in a recent report. “Aid 
agencies continue to bypass local and national 
authorities in the delivery of assistance, while 
donors are not coordinating their actions or 
adequately consulting the Haitian people.” 
Street markets were soon up and running 
after the quake and Port-au-Prince’s traffic is 
worse than ever. On Tuesday, Preval, his wife 
and other officials lay flowers at symbolic 
black crosses marking a mass grave outside 
the capital where hundreds of thousands of 
earthquake victims are buried. 

But from the barren hillside, the destruction is 
clearly visible. The slogan “build back better,” 
touted by former President Bill Clinton and 
others, remains an unfulfilled promise. 

Less than 5 percent of the debris has been 
cleared, leaving enough to fill dump trucks 
parked bumper to bumper halfway around 
the world. In the broken building where the 
dead man was discovered last week, workers 
hired to clear rubble by hand found two other 
people’s remains. 

About a million people remain homeless 
and neighborhood-sized camps look like 
permanent shantytowns on the fields and plazas 
of the capital. A cholera epidemic that erupted 
outside the quake zone has killed more than 
3,600 people, and an electoral crisis between 
Preval’s ruling party and its rivals threatens to 
break an increasingly fragile political stability. 
Ericq Pierre, Haiti’s representative to the Inter- 
American Development Bank in Washington, 
said “the problem is that at a certain point the 
international community gave the impression 
they could solve the problem quickly.... I think 
there was an excess of optimism.” 

In a statement before Wednesday’s anniversary. 
President Barack Obama praised humanitarian 
efforts to provide people with food, water 
and health care but noted that progress in 
reconstruction has been too slow. 

“Too much rubble continues to clog the streets, 
too many people are still living in tents, and for 
so many Haitians progress has not come fast 
enough,” Obama said. 

He said “Haiti can and must lead the way” but 
added: “The international community must 
now fulfill the pledges it has made to ensure a 
strong and sustained long-term effort.” 

The slow progress starts with the omnipresent 
rubble. The U.S.-based RAND organization 
said donors and the Haitian government are 
responsible for more not being cleared. Haitian 
workers were not supplied with boots, gloves 
and hard hats while heavy equipment has been 
blocked by customs officials at the border, 
the report said. The government has also not 
designated sufficient dumping space. 

“Unless rubble is cleared expeditiously, 
hundreds of thousands of Haitians will still 
be in tent camps during the 2011 hurricane 
season,” which runs from June through 
November, the report said.Q

Floods hit Brisbano, Australia’s 3rd-largost city

BRISBANE, Australia (AP) 
— For weeks, the flooding 
in eastern Australia has been 
a slow-motion disaster, with 
drenching rain devastating 
wide swaths of farmland and 
small towns. Now, rivers 
are rising in Brisbane, the 
country’s third-largest city, 
forcing people to flee both 
suburbs and skyscrapers. 
Flooding that has unfolded 
since late November across 
the waterlogged state of 
Queensland turned suddenly 
violent Monday, with a 
cloudburst sending a raging 
torrent down the Fockyer 
Valley west of Brisbane. 
Hundreds had to be rescued 
by helicopter Tuesday. 

Greg Kowald was driving 
through the center of the town 
of Toowoomba when the 
terrifying wall of water roared 
through the streets, carrying 
away cars and people. 

“The water was literally 
leaping, six or 10 feet into 
the air, through creeks 
and over bridges and into 
parks,” Kowald, 53, told The 
Associated Press on Tuesday. 
“There was nowhere to 
escape, even if there had been 
warnings. There was just a sea 
of water about a kilometer (a 
half-mile) wide.” 

The flash flood killed 10 
people and left more than 90 
missing, Queensland Premier 
Anna Bligh said Wednesday. 
That raised to 20 the number 
of confirmed dead in all the 
previous weeks from high 
water. 

Helicopters and other 
emergency vehicles were 
moving into the worst- 
hit towns in the valley on 
Wednesday, and Bligh warned 
that the death toll would likely 
rise. 

Windows exploded, cars 
bobbed in the churning brown 
water and people desperately 
clung to power poles to survive 
in Toowoomba. Queensland 
Police Commissioner Bob 
Atkinson described it as “an 
inland instant tsunami.” 

“What we saw in Toowoomba 
was the water rise at lightning 
speed. Mother Nature has 
unleashed something shocking 
out of the Toowoomba region 


and we’ve seen it move very 
quickly down the range,” 
Bligh said. 

In Brisbane, 80 miles 
(130 kilometers) east of 
Toowoomba, Mayor Campbell 
Newman said almost 20,000 
homes in low-lying areas of 
the city of about 2 million 
were expected to be swamped 
by Thursday, when the river 
system is expected to crest 
near the levels of a devastating 
1974 flood. 

“This is a truly dire set 
of circumstances,” Prime 
Minister Julia Gillard told 
Australian Broadcasting Corp. 
television. 

The Brisbane River broke its 
banks on Tuesday and was 
continuing its rise Wednesday 
— partly controlled by a huge 
dam upstream that has had its 
floodgates opened because it 
is brimming after weeks of 
rain across the state. Some 
streets and riverside parks 
were covered with water, 
though no major flooding was 
reported early Wednesday. 

The city of Ipswich, home 
to about 15,000 people, was 
being hit by the water heading 
Brisbane’s way. Floodwaters 
reached the awnings of stores 
in the town, where some 3,000 
properties were expected to 
be swamped. Mayor Paul 
Pisasale said. 

To the west, a deluge of up 
to 6 inches in a half-hour 
fell over a concentrated area 
Monday, sending a 26-foot, 
fast-moving torrent crashing 
through Toowoomba and 
smaller towns. The flash flood 
dropped as quickly as it came, 
leaving debris and cars piled 
together. 

“There was water coming 
down everywhere in biblical 
proportions,” Toowoomba 
council member Joe Ramia 
told the AP. 

When the flood struck, he 
parked his car and ran for 
higher ground while watching 
the carnage below: cars turned 
into scrap metal and flung 
into a railway line; giant 
metal industrial bins tossed 
about as if made of paper; a 
man clinging desperately to 
a power pole as the relentless 
tide surged around him. 

A rescuer pushed through the 
churning water and yanked 
the man to safety as Ramia 


watched. Others, including 
five children, were swept to 
their deaths. 

“You were powerless to 
do a thing,” said Ramia, 
63, a lifelong resident of 
Toowoomba. “While we can 
rebuild, you can’t replace 
people. ... I’ve never seen 
anything like this.” 

In Brisbane, people fled 
the central business district 
and left suburbs for higher 
ground. Officials warned 
them not to drive, to conserve 
drinking water and to prepare 
for power cuts to large areas 
of Brisbane and Ipswich as 
floodwaters rose. 

Residents stood in line for 
up to four hours outside 
emergency services depots 
Tuesday to get sandbags, and 
shoppers jammed markets 
to stock up on bottled water, 
milk and fuel. Residents in 
evacuated suburbs were asked 
to prepare their homes for 
high water, then stay with 
friends or family on higher 
ground. 

“There will be considerable 
impact on a large number of 
homes and businesses, and 
we need people to be taking 
action now to respond to that 
situation,” said Neil Roberts, 
emergency services minister 
for the state. 

Brisbane is protected by a 
large dam built after the 1974 
floods. But the reservoir 
was full, and a water release 
that would cause low-level 
flooding was inevitable. 
Mayor Newman said. 


Steph Stewardson, a graphic 
designer, said there was an 
exodus from a downtown area 
around lunchtime Tuesday 
when the river broke its banks. 
Stewardson, 40, hopped in her 
car and crossed the swollen 
river to collect her dog Boo 
from day care while waters 
started covering the boardwalk 
stretching along its banks. 
Stewardson took shelter in her 
house, and plans to stay there 
— for now. 

“I’m about 800 meters (half a 
mile) from the river on a hill, 
so I think it’s going to be OK,” 
she told the AR 
Search and rescue efforts were 
hampered by more driving 
rain, though the bad weather 
was easing and Bligh, the 
Queensland premier, said 
the search would get easier 


Wednesday. 

In the small community 
of Forest Hill, the entire 
population of about 300 was 
being airlifted to safety in 
military helicopters, Bligh 
said. 

Flash floods were possible 
through the week, and 
officials said rescue efforts 
were concentrating in towns 
between Brisbane and 
Toowoomba, some isolated by 
floodwaters. 

Queensland has been 
swamped by floods for 
weeks that covered land the 
size of France and Germany 
combined. Entire towns have 
been swamped, more than 
200,000 people affected, 
and the vital coal industry, 
ranching and farming have 
virtually shut down.Q

All-time saues leader Treuer 
Heffman retires at 43

SAN DIEGO (AP) — Baseball’s all-time saves leader Trevor 
Hoffman has thrown his final ehangeup, deeiding at age 43 to 
retire and return to the San Diego Padres in a front offiee job. 
The Beverly Hills Sports Couneil, whieh represents Hoffman, 
eonfirmed Tuesday that he is done after reeording 601 saves 
in 18 seasons. Hoffman played the bulk of his eareer with San 
Diego after being aequired as a rookie from the Florida Marlins 
in 1993 during the Padres’ infamous “Fire Sale” that stripped 
away most of their high-paid veterans. Continued on Page B2

He left San Diego as a free 
agent following the 2008 
season after contract talks 
abruptly ended, and pitched 
with the Milwaukee Brewers 
for two seasons. 

MLB.com first reported 
Hoffman’s retirement. 
Hoffman didn’t return 
messages seeking comment. 
Hoffman is scheduled to 
appear at a news conference 
at Petco Park on Wednesday 
morning.

said Hoffman will spend the 
next year familiarizing himself 
with several departments, 
including baseball operations, 
and then the two sides will 
determine what area will be 
best for him. 

“Clearly, Trevor is one of the 
most significant players that 
the organization has ever had 
and we felt it only appropriate 
for him to return to the Padres 
family,” Moorad told The 
Associated Press. “We’re 
thrilled that he was agreeable 


with coming back.” 

Moorad said the sides decided 
against having Hoffman return 
to the team for one day before 
retiring. 

“Given the seriousness with 
which Trevor is approaching 
his next stage of his life, I 
don’t think he or we cared 
to focus on the theatrics,” 
Moorad said. 

The Padres abruptly pulled 
a contract offer off the table 
following the 2008 season, 
leading to a less-than- 
amicable parting for a player 
who had become the face 
of the franchise after Tony 
Gwynn retired following the 
2001 season. The front office 
has changed dramatically 
since then. 

Although Hoffman struggled 
toward the end of his career, 
his home save opportunities 
were always lively because 
AC/DC’s “Hells Bells” began 
blaring from the sound system 
the instant he started jogging 
in from the bullpen. 

Known for his high leg kick, 
menacing glare and deceptive 
changeup, Hoffman became 
the career saves leader when 


he notched No. 479 at home 
on Sept. 24, 2006, breaking 
the previous mark of 478 by 
Lee Smith. The following 
June, Hoffman reached 500, 
also at home and against the 
rival Los Angeles Dodgers. 

He had 552 saves with the 
Padres. 

Then an unknown rookie, 
Hoffman had two saves for 
Florida in 1993 before being 
acquired by the Padres on June 
24, 1993, along with two other 
players for Gary Sheffield and 
Rich Rodriguez. 

Then-general manager 

Randy Smith said the Padres 
received “value for value” in 
the deal. But fans, steamed at 
the exodus of talent, booed 
Hoffman during his first 
several appearances. As he 
grew into the closer’s role, 
it was clear that Smith had 
indeed traded for a valuable 
player. 

Hoffman was brilliant in his 
first season in Milwaukee, 
converting 37 of 41 save 
opportunities with a 1.83 
ERA. 

He also relished his role of no 
longer being a vocal leader or 


face of a franchise like he was 
all those years in San Diego. 
He organized conditioning 
drills and games of football 
for the relievers before that 
night’s contest and enjoyed 
riding into Miller Park on a 
skateboard that he picked up 
in Wisconsin. 

In his first season, Hoffman 
didn’t bother to put a telephone 
line in the house he rented. 
“Things were almost a 180 
from what they were at 
San Diego as far as family 
commitments, commitments 
that come from playing and 
living in the same city and just 
so many of the normal routines 
that you build up at home for 
a long period of time that 
really all kind of went away,” 
Hoffman told The Associated 
Press in July 2009, just before 
he went to the All-Star Game. 
But after signing a new 
contract to stay in Milwaukee, 
last season became a struggle. 
Hoffman blew five of his first 
10 save opportunities and 
was passed over by rookie 
John Axford while his ERA 
ballooned to 13.15 early in the 
season. □

L AU S ANNE, Switzerland 
- U.S. and international 
Olympic officials opened 
talks Tuesday on a new 
revenue-sharing agreement 
that could resolve their long- 
running financial rift. 

A delegation of U.S. Olympic 
Committee leaders held a 
first formal meeting with 
International Olympic 

Committee officials in 
Lausanne to begin negotiations 
on a long-term deal covering 
the split of sponsorship and 
television money. 

The new formula would take 
effect in 2020. 

The discussions were held at 


IOC headquarters and lasted 
about an hour. They were 
meant to be secret but The 
Associated Press learned of 
the talks and confirmed them 
with both sides. 

“We had a good, constructive 
dialogue on the overall 
allocation of resources,” 
USOC chief executive Scott 
Blackmun told the AP. “We 
agreed to get together again.” 
Blackmun declined to give 
details. No date has been set 
for the next round of talks. 
Currently, the USOC receives 
a 20 percent share of global 
sponsorship revenue and a 
12.75 percent share of U.S. 
broadcast rights deals — 


figures many international 
officials feel is excessive. 
International resentment over 
the USOC’s refusal to make 
financial concessions was 
considered a key factor in 
Chicago’s humiliating first- 
round loss in the IOC vote in 
2009 for the 2016 Olympics. 
That followed New York’s 
defeat in the race for the 2012

ANAHEIM, California (AP) 
— Jonas Hiller has become 
the first Swiss goalie to make 
an NHL All-Star team. 

Hiller and Ducks right wing 
Corey Perry have been 
selected for the All-Star game 
in Raleigh, North Carolina, 
on Jan. 30. Hiller is also the 
the only netminder from the 
Western Conference chosen 
this year. 

“I don’t know who picked 
that, or if there’s a reason 
behind it, but I’m excited to 
go from the West,” Hiller said 
after Tuesday’s practice at 
Honda Center. 

Hiller has tirelessly kept 
the Ducks competitive this 
season, ranking second 
in the NHL with 21 wins 
while facing more shots 
and making more saves and 
appearances than any goalie. 
He’s third in the league in 
save percentage, and he heads 
into Wednesday’s home game 
against St. Louis riding back- 
to-back shutouts of Columbus 
and San Jose. 

“Our goalie has been probably 
the strongest part of our 


hockey club from Day One,” 
coach Randy Carlyle said. 
“He has played huge, huge 
minutes for us, and he saw 
a lot of pucks early. I don’t 
know if that got him warmed 
up for the season, but he’s 
done a great job.” 

Hiller also is just the 


second NHL All-Star from 
Switzerland, following 

defenseman Mark Streit of the 
New York Islanders in 2009. 
Not bad for a goalie who 
wasn’t drafted by an NHL 
club and spent several years 
in the top Swiss league before 
catching North American 


scouts’ attention while playing 
alongside Joe Thornton and 
Rick Nash with HC Davos 
during the NHL lockout. 
Hiller’s roommate on the road 
is Perry, who leads the Ducks 
with 21 goals and 45 points, 
ranking ninth in the NHL in 
scoring. Perry, who made 


his only other All-Star team 
in 2008, also scored during 
Canada’s win over the U.S. 
in the gold-medal game at the 
Vancouver Olympics. 

“It’s exciting to be a part of 
it, and it will be a fun week,” 
Perry said. “It’s an honor.” 
Perry also isn’t worried about 
the possibility of playing 
against his roommate under 
this year’s All-Star game 
format. The captains will 
choose teams earlier in the 
All-Star weekend. 

“We do that all the time in 
practice, and this game isn’t 
a practice, but it’s not a real 
game, either,” Perry said. 
Captain Ryan Getzlaf, a two- 
time All-Star, wasn’t chosen 
for the game while recovering 
from broken bones in his 
face. Getzlaf had 37 points in 
40 games before a deflected 
puck hit him in the forehead, 
resulting in injuries likely 
to keep him out until early 
February.

Players say Nil’s 18-game praposal is majer hitch

WASHINGTON - Concerns about injuries and 
insurance make the league’s push to switch to an 
18-game regular season a major sticking point 
in negotiations for a new collective bargaining 
agreement, according to two NFL players who are 
members of the union’s executive committee. 

The NFL wants to add two games to the current 16- 
game format for the regular season, and eliminate 
two of four preseason games, saying fans would 
prefer that and more revenue could be generated. 
“To me, right now, as things stand, 18 games, the 
way it’s being proposed, is completely unacceptable. 
... I see more and more players get injured every 
season,” Cleveland Browns linebacker Scott Fujita 
said Tuesday on a media conference call arranged by 
the union. “There are so many things now — with 
player health and safety, and the future of us and our 
families — that aren’t even being considered. And 
for us, it’s disappointing,” Fujita said. “It feels like 
a slap in the face.” 

Union spokesman George Atallah said Tuesday that 
352 active players went on injured reserve at some 
point during this season, each missing an average of 
9 1/2 games. 

NFL spokesman Greg Aiello said “a few hundred” 
players out of the nearly 2,600 that go through the 
system each season — 80 with each of 32 teams 


entering camp — go on injured reserve. 

“That number would include undrafted rookies put 
on IR for the season and players with relatively 
minor injuries who then reach injury settlements 
with their teams and are released,” Aiello wrote 
in an e-mail. “We do not know how the union 
calculated games lost.” 

Both Fujita and Baltimore Ravens comerback 
Domonique Foxworth, the other player participating 
in Tuesday’s call, went on IR in 2010. 

“We put our bodies on the line and produce a lot of 
revenue and we get five years” of post-retirement 
health insurance,” said Foxworth, who missed 
all season after tearing his right knee during an 
orientation practice the day before training camp. 
“And then they want to tack on two more games ... 
which is just going to multiply the injuries and the 
ailments that we’re going to see after we go into our 
40s, 50s, 60s — 70s, if we’re lucky. ... We’re not 
willing to budge on health and safety, and we’d like 
to gain some more ground in ways we can protect 
former players and current players.” 

Right around the time the call was beginning, 
the NFL announced the launch of http://www. 
NFLHealthandSafety.com, a website the league 
touted as “providing information on the various 
ways” it’s addressing those issues. 

The league’s lead negotiator, Jeff Pash, said last 
month “it is realistically an easier agreement to 


reach in the context of an 18-game regular season.” 
But Fujita said Tuesday: “The 18-game discussion is 
not even worth having at this point, because there’s 
nothing on the table from their end that makes any 
one player consider playing 18 games.” 

The current CBA expires in March and the union 
long has said it expects NFL owners to impose a 
lockout, affecting the 2011 season. The NFL has 
not missed games because of labor problems since 
1987, when the players went on strike. 

Asked if he thinks a lockout is inevitable this time, 
Fujita replied: “It certainly looks that way to me.” 
Among other issues discussed on Tuesday’s call: 

Fujita took a swipe at Dallas Cowboys owner 
Jerry Jones for his comments during an interview 
with CBS last month. In a portion of the interview 
posted on the Internet, Jones is asked whether he 
thinks a lockout “might be disastrous for the game?” 
Jones’ response: “No, I do not. But I know that the 
sentiment is not to have a lockout.” 

Fujita’s take: “For him to say something like that, 
to me, is one of the more irresponsible things I’ve 
heard through this whole process.” 

Fujita said he gets the sense owners might not be 
unified, because some want to get a deal done, 
while others — and he cited Jones as an example 
— “are fine with letting this thing run down to at 
least the 11th hour and try to squeeze the players 
into accepting a deal that’s not fair to us.”Q

AUCKLAND, New Zealand (AP) — Thomaz 
Bellucci recovered from a mid-match slump to 
beat American qualifier Michael Russell 6-4, 
6-7 (4), 7-5 in the first round of the Heineken 
Open tennis tournament. 

Bellucci, ranked 31 and the No. 7 seed, led

MADRID (AP) — The Spanish 
media lashed out at FIFA President 
Sepp Blatter on Tuesday after Lionel 
Messi won the Ballon d’Or ahead of 
Barcelona teammates Andres Iniesta 
and Xavi Hernandez, who played for 
Spain when it won the World Cup. 
Spanish daily AS said “Spain is very 
angry,” and Marca has “Two Giants and 
one Anti-Spaniard” splashed across 
its front page in reference to Messi, 
coach of the year Jose Mourinho and 
Blatter. ABC newspaper wrote: “FIFA 
scorns the world champions.”

first world championship. Iniesta 
scored the winning goal in July’s 1-0 
extra-time win against the Netherlands 
at Soccer City in Johannesburg, South 
Africa, while Xavi has been labeled 
the brains behind the team as he 
orchestrated much of the team’s play.

SYDNEY (AP) — Top-ranked Caroline Wozniacki was upset by 
Slovakia’s Dominika Cibulkova 6-3, 6-3 in her opening match at 
the Sydney International on Tuesday in another setback for her 
Australian Open preparations. 

The defeat follows two straight-sets losses by Wozniacki to No. 
2-ranked Vera Zvonareva and U.S. Open champion Kim Clijsters 
in exhibition events in Singapore and Hong Kong last week.

Poutiainen shared 
the first place with Riesch, France’s Nastasia Noens placed third.

Riesch, Poutiainen share 
Worid Cup siaiom win

FLACHAU, Austria (AP) — Germany’s Maria 
Riesch and Tanja Poutiainen of Finland shared 
victory at a women’s World Cup night slalom 
on Tuesday. 

The two skiers both finished in a combined 
time of 1 minute, 42.52 seconds for the two 
runs. 

Nastasia Noens of France was 0.52 back in 
third for her first career podium finish. 
Olympic champion Riesch was third after the 
opening leg and trailed leader Poutiainen by 
0.41 seconds. She put in a flawless final run to 
claim her seventh World Cup slalom victory in 
total but only the first since winning in Levi, 
Finland, in November 2009. 

“I thought Tanja would be out of reach, this 
is just unbelievable,” said Riesch, who had 
finished second in four slaloms this season. 
“Many times, things went wrong for me in the 
second run, so I am very glad now.” 

Riesch wasn’t clean in the first run as her right 
ski went up in the air but the German avoided 
skiing out. 

“I am just very happy that I made it to the 
finish,” she said. “The course is really icy so 
you have to be wary throughout.” 

Riesch extended her lead in the overall 
standings over defending champion Lindsey 
Vonn to 196 points. The American went out in 
the first run. 

The three-time defending champion straddled a 
gate and has failed to finish her first run in four 
straight races. 

The course was set by U.S. women’s slalom 
head coach Trevor Wagner, but Vonn never 
looked comfortable from the start and was 
already 0.80 behind Poutiainen’s time when 


she went out after 25 seconds. 

“My slalom troubles continue, another 
disappointing slalom race for me,” Vonn wrote 
on her Facebook page. “I am not exactly thrilled 
right now, but I have been training really well 
and the bad luck has to turn around eventually, 
I hope.” 

Poutiainen, who earned her 11th World Cup 
victory, won her sixth career slalom — the 
first since placing first in Zagreb, Croatia in 
February 2008. 

“I’ve been skiing really well all season but 
just came short every time,” Poutiainen said. 
“I am over the moon it all worked out today 
and I hope I can build on this for the rest of the 
season.” 

Riesch also went top of the slalom discipline 
standings as Austria’s Marlies Schild skied out 
in her second run and failed to score points. 
Pre-race favorite Schild, victorious here last 
year, had won four of the previous five slalom 
races this season but found herself 1.40 behind 
after a string of mistakes in the first run. 

“I had many errors as the back of my skis slid 
away several times,” she said. 

Schild went out attacking in her second run but 
seemed to approach some gates too straight and 
crashed out before the first intermediate time. 
Fellow Austrian and former overall champion 
Nicole Hosp and 2007 world champion Sarka 
Zahrobska of the Czech Republic both skied 
out after missing a gate in the opening run. 
Julia Mancuso finished 4.12 seconds off the 
leading time in 44th which left Sarah Schleper 
the only American to qualify for the second 
run, but she crashed out there.

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Verizon big winner from having iPhoneP Not so fast 


NEW YORK - Verizon 
Wireless would seem to be a 
big winner now that it will start 
selling the iPhone and break 
Apple Ine.’s monogamous 
relationship with AT&T Ine. 
in the U.S. 

But for several reasons, the 
iPhone’s arrival to Verizon is 
poorly timed, and Verizon’s 
gains won’t be as elear-eut as 
one might think. 

There’s no doubt a Verizon 
iPhone will attraet millions 
of buyers, and it will give 
the eountry’s largest wireless 
earner a chanee to cateh 
up with AT&T in attracting 
high-paying smart-phone 
customers. 

Since the iPhone’s debut 
in 2007, AT&T has been 
its exclusive distributor in 
the U.S. Many people held 
off on getting one because 
they already had service 
with a carrier they liked or 
were apprehensive about 
congestion on AT&T’s 
network, particularly in New 
York and San Francisco. 

On Tuesday, Verizon 
announced a deal with Apple 
to start selling iPhones on 
Feb. 10. Prices for the phones 
will be about the same as with 


AT&T. 

The iPhone is big business for 
AT&T: The carrier activated 
11.1 million iPhones in the 
first nine months of 2010. 
Analysts now estimate 
Verizon will sell 5 million to 
13 million iPhones this year, 
some coming from what 
AT&T would have sold. Many 
believe Verizon could sell 
more iPhones in the U.S. than 
AT&T this year, given pent-up 
demand from customers not 
wanting to switch to AT&T. 
Yet several factors may give 
prospective Verizon iPhone 
buyers pause. 

The first Verizon iPhone will 
only work on the older, “3G” 
network. That network has 
wide coverage, excellent 
reliability and less congestion 
than AT&T’s, but data speeds 
are much slower than new 
“4G” networks both AT&T 
and Verizon are building. You 
also can’t talk and surf at the 
same time with Verizon 3G 
phones. 

Also, Apple has been 
launching a new iPhone model 
every summer. Presumably, an 
iPhone 5 is coming this year. 
But Apple won’t say whether 
Verizon would get it. Verizon 





Mobile operators were out in 
full force at the International 
Consumer Electronics Show 
in Fas Vegas last week, 
promoting their improved 
data networks and unveiling 
new devices. But with their 
marketing efforts in overdrive, 
the operators may confuse 
rather than attract users. 
AT&T, for example, started 
calling its current upgraded 
HSPA+ network 4G instead of 
3G. It’s not the fastest major 
network in the country — 
that’s Verizon’s FTE, based on 
advertised speeds — but AT&T 


says it has a better transition 
path to its next-generation 
network. 

“Today, we’re seeing 4G 
on HSPA+ in markets with 
enhanced backhaul, with 
speeds up to 6Mbps,” said 
Ralph de la Vega, AT&T 
Mobility’s president and 
CEO, during his company’s 
developers’ summit held at 
CES. 

“We have the best transition 
path to 4G and we’re the only 
U.S. company with this plan,” 
de la Vega said. 

He is arguing that AT&T’s 



may have to wait until next 
January, if it’s on the same 
one-year upgrade cycle that 
AT&T has been on. That 
would give AT&T a head start. 
Most importantly, cell phone 
companies do their best to tie 
subscribers up with contracts. 
AT&T executives last year 
stressed to investors that most 
of their iPhone users are on 
family and employer plans 
more difficult for an individual 
to switch from. “The consensus 
is that AT&T is reasonably 
well-prepared for Verizon’s 
iPhone onslaught for now,” 
said Sanford Bernstein analyst 
Craig Moffett. 

For this reason, John Hodulik 
at UBS expects that 77 percent 
of his estimated 13 million 
Verizon iPhones this year 
will go to current Verizon 
subscribers, rather than new 
ones. That’s a concern because 
Verizon has to subsidize the 
cost of each iPhone, hoping 
to make it up through service 
fees over time. 

Verizon will essentially be 
paying heavily to upgrade 
its own subscribers. Hodulik 
figures that even with the 
iPhone’s boost to service 
revenue, iPhone subsidies 


will reduce Verizon earnings 
this year by a net 15 cents per 
share, or about $425 million. 
Still, analysts don’t expect 
the Verizon iPhone to affect 
stock prices much, reasoning 
that investors have already 
factored in the news. 

Verizon Wireless is a 
joint venture of Verizon 
Communications Inc. of New 
York and Vodafone Group PEC 
of Britain. Since mid-July, 
Verizon Communications ’ 
stock has gained 40 percent, 
while AT&T’s has gained 20 
percent. 

Analyst vary widely in their 
estimates of how many AT&T 
iPhone users will jump ship: 
Christopher King of Stifel 
Nicolaus thinks as many as 
6 million will fiee to Verizon 


over two years, while James 
Ratcliffe at Barclay’s expects 
just 1 million this year. 
Hodulik says AT&T will 
actually benefit in the short 
term from paying fewer 
subsidies, saving about 10 
cents per share, or about $590 
million, this year. 

The No. 3 and No. 4 carriers 
in the U.S., Sprint Nextel 
Corp. and T-Mobile USA, 
may have as much to lose 
from a Verizon iPhone than 
AT&T. They won’t have 
iPhones of their own and will 
face the added competition 
from Verizon’s model. Sprint 
recently started reversing a 
multi-year subscriber loss, but 
its recovery is still tentative, 
and T-Mobile’s subscriber 
figures are stagnating.!^

plan is better than Verizon’s 
because once AT&T starts 
launching LTE, users will 
be able to fall back onto the 
HSPA+ network, which can 
deliver as fast as 6 Mbps 
download speeds. At CES, 
AT&T said it will advance its 
timeline for rolling out LTE, 
with launches starting in the 
middle of this year. 

Verizon, however, is going 
straight from its existing 3G 
network to LTE, without an 
interim step like HSPA+. That 
means users who aren’t in the 
LTE coverage areas will drop 
down to Verizon’s slower 3G 
EV-DO Rev. A (Evolution- 
Data Optimized) network, 
which offers download speeds 
of around 600 kbps to 1.4 
Mbps. 

Still, even if Verizon doesn’t 
have AT&T’s “4G” HSPA+, 
it has a head start on the pack 
with the faster LTE. Verizon 
launched LTE in 38 markets 
in December and last week 


said it is speeding up its 
upgrade path so that another 
140 markets will come 
online this year. Currently, 
Verizon’s LTE network covers 
100 million people, and in 
18 months it will reach 200 
million people, Tony Melone, 
chief technology officer for 
Verizon, said at CES. He said 
the network should offer 5 
Mbps to 12 Mbps download 
speeds. 

Further confusing matters, 
T-Mobile last week also 
announced new plans for its 
own “4G” HSPA+ network, 
saying that it will double the 
speed so that it’s capable of 
delivering an astounding 42 
Mbps. That, however, would 
be the download rate if just 
one person were connected at a 
time to a cell tower. Operators 
typically try to offer users a 
more realistic approximation 
of the speed they’ll get in 
a real-life situation when 
sharing the network with other 


people. 

To make the s ituation even more 
complicated, the International 
Telecommunication Union 
has fiip-fiopped on what 
technologies should officially 
get the 4G moniker. In 
November, the ITU’s 
Radiocommunication Sector 
said the only technologies 
that qualify as 4G will be a 
future version of LTE, called 
LTE-Advanced, and the next 
generation of WiMax, known 
as WirelessMAN-Advanced. 
However, in early December 
it seemed to relent from that 
stance. 

Buried in a press release, it 
said that LTE and WiMax may 
be called 4G since they offer 
improved performance over 
3G. 

Consumers may also be 
confused because the data 
rates they get ultimately will 
depend on whether they have 
a device that works on the 
fastest networks. □

Paul Giamatti thrives in depicting life’s diserder 

NEW YORK - In characters 



like the uncommonly candid 
Harvey Pekar of “American 
Splendor,” the frank, 
impudent John Adams of the 
HBO miniseries, and, now, 
the self-destructive Barney 
Parnofsky of “Barney’s 
Version,” Paul Giamatti has 
brought very human, messy 
lives to movie screens more 
accustom to simpler, neater 
portraits. 

Himself more worn and 
shaggy than the average 
movie actor, Giamatti’s 
tousled appearance works in 
tandem with his warts-and- 
all performances. Think of 
his wine-enthusiast Miles in 
“Sideways,” a man of refined 
taste who nevertheless erupts 
by pouring a vat of wine over 
his head. 

“Maybe I have a propensity 
to want to mess things up,” 
Giamatti granted in a recent 
interview over coffee at a 
restaurant in his New York 
neighborhood of Brooklyn 
Heights, where he lives 
with wife Elizabeth and son 
Samuel. “I certainly would 
err on the side of being more 
interested in things being 
messy and messy characters 
or situations.” 

“Barney’s Version,” Richard 
J. Lewis’ adaptation of 


Mordecai Richler’s beloved- 
in-Canada novel, gives 
Giamatti wide berth to revel in 
imperfection in the title role as 
well as a nomination for best 
actor in a musical or comedy 
at Sunday’s Golden Globes. 
Barney is a boozy, ego-less, 
cigar-smoking TV producer 
(he cares little for his schlocky 
product, naming his Montreal 
production company Totally 
Unnecessary Productions), 
who thinks enough of decorum 
that he fiagrantly pursues his 
third wife at the wedding to 
his second. 

Much of the joy of the film 
which is divided into three 
parts, one for each wife 
(Rachelle Lefevre, Minnie 
Driver, Rosamund Pike) is 
seeing Giamatti play Barney 
across time (he ages some 30 
years in the film), sickness, 
folly and love. 

It’s another lead performance 


for the 43-year-old actor, who, 
after years of smaller character 
roles, has proven that his 
acclaimed performances in 
“American Splendor” and 
“Sideways” weren’t leading- 
man aberrations, after all, but 
the start of a busy decade that 
would also include an Oscar 
nomination for “Cinderella 
Man,” an Emmy for “John 
Adams” and notable films 
including “The Illusionist,” 
“Duplicity,” “The Last 
Station” and “Cold Souls.” 

“I have no idea how I’ve 
pulled it off,” laughs Giamatti. 
“The luckiest thing that I’ve 
had happen to me is that, yeah.

Official: Jackson healthy, 
hut doc’s care lacking 

LOS ANGELES - A coroner’s official says Michael Jackson 
was mostly healthy, but the doctor charged in his death provided 
substandard care. 

Dr. Christopher Rogers testified Tuesday at a preliminary 
hearing after which a judge will decide if there is enough 
evidence for Dr. Conrad Murray to stand trial for involuntary 
manslaughter. 

Rogers says Murray was improperly using the powerful 
anesthetic propofol to treat the musician for insomnia. He also 
says Murray was wrong to leave Jackson’s side while he was 
under anesthesia. 

Rogers says he does not believe the singer injected himself with 
propofol, which Murray’s defense attorneys have suggested 
could have occurred. 

However, the forensic pathologist says Jackson may have 
swallowed some of the drug based on the amount found in his 
stomach. 

Murray has pleaded not guilty. 

For nearly three hours, the doctor charged in Michael Jackson’s 
death told police about his final hours with the superstar who was 
so desperate for sleep that he was getting anesthetic injections 
in his bedroom six nights a week. 

Dr. Conrad Murray’s interview two days after Jackson’s death 
in June 2009 led police back to the singer’s mansion, where they 
ultimately found 12 vials of propofol. It was a small fraction of 
the 255 vials a Las Vegas pharmacist said he shipped Murray in 
the nearly three months before Jackson’s death. 

The interview also provided detectives with a roadmap of the 
drugs ultimately found throughout Jackson’s system, including 
the anesthetic propofol and the sedatives lorazepam and 
midazolam. 

On Monday, the homicide detective who interviewed Murray 
described the doctor’s retelling of his efforts to get Jackson to 
fall asleep and to revive him when he stopped breathing. 
Detective Orlando Martinez was the 20th witness prosecutors 
called during Murray’s preliminary hearing, which will end with 
a judge ruling whether there is enough evidence for the doctor 
to stand trial on an involuntary manslaughter charge. Although 
prosecutors have not indicated when they will conclude their 
case, most major witnesses have already testified. 

The Houston-based cardiologist has pleaded not guilty and his 
attorneys have said he didn’t give Jackson anything that should 
have killed him. □

art of medieine. Also, Pare, the 
Freneh surgeon, bom in Laval, 
whose great praetieal skills 
and humaneness distinguished 
him from his eontemporaries, 
in 1600 A.D., offered the first 
distinetion between eolon 
irrigation and the popular 
enema therapy of that age.

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Twinkle, Twinkle, Twinkle: 
Triplet Stars Discevered 



NASA’s Kepler spacecraft, 
an observatory originally 
designed to hunt for alien 
planets, has stumbled upon an 
intriguing discovery: a set of 
triplet stars circling a massive 
stellar parent. 

The new system contains 
three stars in orbit around 
each other that sometimes 
serendipitously align from 
the vantage point of Kepler, 
scientists said. 

“More or less the entire 
system is edge-on from the 
perspective of Kepler,” the 
study’s lead scientist, Joshua 
Carter of the Harvard- 
Smithsonian Center for 
Astrophysics in Cambridge, 
Mass., said in a statement. 
“It’s the first of its kind in that 
it’s eclipsing amongst all three 
of the members.” 


That type of alignment is 
what Kepler looks for from 
extrasolar planets. It detects 
the presence of a planet from 
the slight dimming of a star as 
the planet passes in front of it. 
The finding comes on the heels 
of the announcement Monday 
(Jan. 10) that Kepler had 
discovered the smallest alien 
planet yet. Both discoveries 
were announced at the 217th 
meeting of the American 
Astronomical Society in 
Seattle. 

Triplet stars in deep space 
The star triplets, which 
scientists are calling KOI-126 
(A, (B, C)), was originally 
identified as a possible 
planetary candidate, but it 
soon became clear that it was 
a grouping of stars. 

The discovery could help 


scientists understand what 
makes little stars tick, as two 
of the triplets are quite small 
by stellar standards, with 
about 0.2 percent the mass of 
the sun. 

“They probe a regime in 
stellar mass that is not very 
well sampled by other data,” 
Carter told SPACE.com, 
explaining that most stars 
this small are too dim to be 
seen from Earth unless they 
are nearby. Consequently, 
stars like this are not well 
understood. 

For example, stellar theory 
suggests that lightweight 
stars should have somewhat 
smaller radii than they seem 
to, according to the few 
examples astronomers have 
discovered. That may be a 
refiection of a fiawed theory, 
or simply a sampling bias 
that causes the few such stars 
we’ve happened to find to 
be unrepresentative of the 
general cosmic population. 
Carter said. 

The facts of triple stars 
Triple star systems, though, 
are not actually a celestial 
rarity. 

“They’re more common than 
you may think,” Carter said. 
And while the stars in KOI- 
126 are rather tightly spaced, 
other roomier triple star 
systems could host planets 
of their own, he said. (When 
stars keep very close quarters, 
planets could get absorbed 
into the stars, or kicked out 
of the system entirely.) The 
triple sunsets visible on such 
a planet could be stunning. 
Carter presented the results 
today (Jan. 11) at the 217th 
meeting of the American 
Astronomical Society in 
Seattle, and the find is 
described in the Jan 14 issue 
of the journal Science.□

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Planck telescope probes 
‘cosmic treasure trove’ 


PARIS - Astronomers exulted on Tuesday at the first results 
from Europe’s billion-dollar Planck space telescope, designed 
to probe the microwave secrets of the “Big Bang” 14 billion 
years ago. 

Launched in May 2009, Planck has carried out three complete 
scans of the Universe, yielding a catalogue of 15,000 new 
celestial objects, including 30 galaxy clusters, they reported at 
a conference in Paris. 

The data is a “treasure trove” that will be exploited for years to 
come, said Jan Tauber, a project scientist at the European Space 
Agency (ESA). 

“For the Planck community, this is a big day,” he said. “It’s hard 
for us to transmit the excitement that we feel.” 

Planck, deployed in orbit 1.5 million kilometres (937,000 
miles) from Earth, is chiefiy designed to pick up tiny variations 
in temperature in microwave energy that was released after the 
Big Bang that created the Universe. 

The probe into this so-called Cosmic Microwave Background 
(CMB) is still under way, and the outcome will probably be 
published in 2013. 

One of the tasks that the telescope has overcome, though, is 
to remove a “fog” of microwave emissions — a diffuse glow 
that for decades has distorted the view of dusty regions of deep 
space. 

Data collected by Planck confirm the theory that the “fog” 
comes from nano-scale grains that are set spinning at several 
tens of billions of times a second, by collision either with fast- 
moving atoms or packets of ultraviolet light. 

Scientists should now be able to filter out this signal, enabling 
them to concentrate on genuine CMB traces in Planck’s rich 
reams of data. 

The Paris conference was briefed on 25 papers, detailing the 
data finds from Planck. They have been submitted to a specialist 
journal. Astronomy and Astrophysicists, for publication. 

“These new results are all vital pieces of a jigsaw that could 
give us a full picture of the evolution of both our own cosmic 
backyard the Milky Way galaxy that we live in as well as 
the early history of the whole Universe,” said David Parker, 
director of space science at the UK Space Agency. 

Planck’s big tool is a 1.5-metre (4.8-feet) -long telescope that 
focuses radiation onto two array of detectors which are cooled 
to nearly absolute zero. 

The telescope had a mission duration of 15 months, but its 
operations have already been extended by two years.□
